Hundreds of beef produ¬ 
cers from Texas and other 
states converged on the Fort 
Worth Sheraton Hotel to at¬ 
tend hearings before. the 
U.S. International Trade 
Commission on beef im¬ 
ports. 

The commission is at¬ 
tempting to determine 
whether beef imports have 
damaged the domestic 
cattle industry. If testimony 
heard in Fort Worth and in 
three other locations 
throughout tho country con¬ 
vinces commissioners that 
import quotas are too 
lenient, the commissioners 
will recommend to Presi¬ 
dent Carter and Congress 
that the 1964 Meat Imports 
Law be revised. 

The commission has al¬ 
ready held hearings in 
South Dakotu and after 
Texas will journey to New 
York July 12 and Kansas 
City, Mo. July 19. One of 
those who testified wasT.A. 
Cunningham, president of 


the Independent Cattle¬ 
men's Assn, of Texas. 

Cunningham called the 
1964 law "grossly inade¬ 
quate.” 

' 'The Act may look good 
on paper,” he said, "but it 
has been devastating to in¬ 
dustry because it allows 
more beef imports to enter 
this country as domestic 
production increases. In 
effect, the law punishes 
cattle producers of this 
nation when they are able to 
meet the rising demand for 
beef products and supply 
consumers with necessary 
beef nt affordable levels.” 

Cunningham said his 
association recommends 
that the luw be revamped to 
assure a reduction in meat 
imports and that the import 
quotas include live cattle 
ami processed meat. The 
ICA president also criticized 
inspection standurds in for¬ 
eign nations, saying that 
imported meat does not 
conform to as stringent 


guidelines as meat here in 
the U.S.

Beef seen as most

"Beef is the most im¬ 
portant part of the grocery 
business,” Roy K. Furr Jt. 
of Furr's, Inc., told 32 
promotion members of the 
Texas Department of Agri¬ 
culture's TAP program. 

Furr spoke to tho TAP 
people during a seminar in 
the Texas Cattle Feeders 
Assn, office, Amarillo.

Grading changes lower beef prices 


The USDA grading 
changes net unity lowered 
the price of beof, a highly 
technical report by 
UvSDA's Dr. Kenneth 
Nelson, states. 

Prices for prime beef 
stayed the same, while 
prices for choice beef 
went down 23 cents cwt., 
and good prices dropped 
% eonts cwt., on tho re¬ 
tail level. Lower retail 


prices reflect, usually, 
lower prices to produ¬ 
cers. 

But the USDA eco¬ 
nomist noted tho lower 
prices cuncellcd out with 
increased supplies of 
higher grading beef. 
Since the changes, prime 
beef nil the murkot in¬ 
creased 2.15%, choice 
1.05% and good graded 
beef dropped 3.19%. 
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Drouth devastates 70% of Colorado winter wheat 


The drouth in Colorado 
bus devastated about 70% 
nf the 81,000 acres of hard 
red winter wheat grown in 
that urea according to the 
Northwest Regional Admin¬ 
istrator for Colorado State 
University Vem Cornforth. 

Corn fort h reported that at 
least 60% of tho wheat crop 
in Moffut County, where the 
largest wheat acreage is lo¬ 
cated, is gone. Rio Blanco 


County has estimated a 
65-70% loss, he said, and 
the crop in Garfield County, 
under 10,000 acres, has 
been completely lost. 

Stockmen are liquidating 
cattle herds. Cornforth said 
an estimated 6000 head of 
cattle from Garfield County 
were sold in May and “they 
ore still spiling,” He said 
stockmen In Rio Blanco 
County are selling yearlings 


now, when they usually sell 
yearlings in September. 

The area is running out of 
stock water, he said. 
Ranchers are hauling water 
to lower 6000-9000 foot ele¬ 
vations. Cornforth said 
some of the higher ranges 
still have good grass, but 
ranchers in those areas are 
experiencing a shortage of 
stock water. - 

Northwest Colorado hay 


yields have declined, he 
said. With irrigated fields 
only producing 10-60% of 
crops, hay yields and 
dryland production are 
completely lost. 

The irrigated water situa¬ 
tion is critical, less than 
60% of normal, be said. The 
irrigation projects with 
largo storage facilities still 
have water, but they are 
running at about 60% of 


normal. He has heard esti¬ 
mates that the projects will 
start running out of water by 
Aug. 16. 

Fruit crops in Grand and 
Gunnison Valleys are look¬ 
ing good to above average, 
but trouble could occur this 
fall, following harvest for 
late fall irrigation.

The country has had a 
price support system for 
meat since 1955. This new 
program succeeds it. It was 
passed by Parliament last 
December, after over two 
years work by the Meat Pro¬ 
ducers Board and Federa¬ 
ted Farmers. It is adminis¬ 
tered by an independent 
committee of government 
officials and Meat Produ¬ 
cers Board members. 

The price-smoothing sys¬ 
tem will work to protect 
producers from drastic 
market swings. Before each 
seoson, the committee fixes 
minimum and trigger prices 
for representative "bench¬ 
mark” grades of exporL 
meat. New Zealand, being 
principally a meat exporting 
nation, designed the system 
around export products. 
Hopefully the system's 
prices would carry over to 
domestic prices on beef and 
livestock, and this appears 
to be happening. 

Four benchmark grades, 


based on the biggest 
proportion or meat exported 
in each, is broken down 
into; Lamb — PM grade 
(13-16 kg), mutton —EL 
grade (22 kg or under), 
prime beef—steer PI grade 
(220.5-270 kg), and manu¬ 
facturing beef—Cow M 
grade (140.6 kg and over). 

A meat income stabiliza¬ 
tion account, or buffer 
account ns iL is more com¬ 
monly culled, whs estab¬ 
lished. This holds funds for 
the system. When export 
prices exceed the trigger 
price, deductions from the 
producers' returns at a flat 
rate of 60% of the amount 
by which the sale price 
exceeds the trigger price, 
ore ndiled to the account. 

When export prices fall 
below the minimum price, 
producers are puid premi¬ 
ums from this account. The 
“ supplementary" pay¬ 
ments will ensure at least 
the minimum price to pro¬ 
ducers. The system was set 
to balance uiit in the long 
run, and be self-perpetu¬ 
ating. Though early, the 
success of it foils lurgely on 
the shoulders of the 
committee who must set the 
minimum und trigger pri¬ 
ces. These will determine 
the system's validity. The 


buffer account can be over¬ 
drawn, however, if neces¬ 
sary. 

Minimum prices me set 
by a formula considering a 
throe-year overage. It takes 
into account: the assessed 
actual average market price 
for the previous seuson; the 
estimated average market 
price on the current season; 
nnd the forecast average 
market prices for tho 
coming season for which the 
minimuins will apply. 

Trigger prices are set 
according to market trends 
and prospects, including 
other farm products as well. 
Also considered are the 
state of the buffer account 
nnd the desirability of 
keeping a sufficient margin 
above the minimum prices 
to allow normal cotnmorciol 


marketing to proceed. 

The minimum prices for 
1977 are: Lamb 55 cents kg; 
mutton 21 cents kg; prime 
beef 55 cents kg; and 
manufacturing beef 80 
cents kg. The trigger prices 
are: Luinb 72 cents; mutton 
30 cents; prime beef 80 
cents; and manufacturing 
beef 60 cents. 

An example of price- 
smoothing in action might 
involve the price of lamb, 
should iL rise over the 
trigger price of 72 cents. 
The price reaches 76 
cents—4 cents kg over tho 
trigger level—so half the 
difference or 2 cents would 
be deducted to go into the 
buffer Lie-count. This is 
2.631% of the sales price, so 
this percentage is then de¬

But under the 
system, hs soon as prices in 
one area drop below mini¬ 
mum or rise over trigger 
levels for n benchmark 
grade, the system then ap¬ 
plies for nil sales of that type 
in New Zeulnud for that 
week. 

To keep producers up Lo 
dale on the system, proces¬ 
sors have to show the per¬ 
centage (of deduction if 
prices nre over the trigger 
level) on each kill sheet, ft is 
used to work out how much 
is deducted from the gross 
bare meat soles return for 
all carcasses slaughtered 
for export that week. 

Tho deductions are made 
on nil stock killod for export, 
including those from pro¬ 


ducer pools, own accounts, 
nominated vessel or any 
other marketing method. In 
these cases, the processor 
will use the sale value at the 
time of slaughter as tho 
basis for assessing the 
deduction. 

The price-smoothing sys¬ 
tem is still fairly new, 
having only been In exis¬ 
tence several months. The 
concept is quite similar to 
those offered by U.S. 
cattlemen. Programs here 
have been planned around a 
private pool of cattle, mar¬ 
keting together, but have 
thus far [ailed to material¬ 
ize. Perhaps this practical 
New Zealand mode! will 
prove the validity of this 
typo marketing system at a 
time when U.S. cattlemen 
are desperately searching 
for some sort of alternative.

Too man/ rumors 

The last few issues of the 
weekly Western Livestock 
Journal have been most fas¬ 
cinating concerning the 
pros and cons of the BRIA. 

I would like to throw in a 
couple of thoughts: I think 
the BRIA is a step in the 
right direction for the in¬ 
dustry, particularly the re¬ 
search aspect. There are far 
too many rumors, half- 
truths and outright lies con¬ 
cerning ranching in generol 
and meat and dairy 
products in particular that 
the public reads or hears 
daily in the news. People 
must be correctly informed. 
Fear is very potent, and the 
thought of getting cancer or 
heart disease from meat or 
dairy products will sure as 
hell stop an uninformed 
consumer from buying. 

Advertising one's product 
is extremely important if 
you’re going to have any fi¬ 
nancial success at all even if 
your product is unproven. 
Look at the ad campaigns on 
T.V. The advertising pro¬ 
grams should be handled by 
experts—there are many oa 
Madison Avenue. However, 
advertising and research 
aren’t the whole answer 
either. How much meat can 
a perqon eat? One hundred 
ten'to one hundred twenty 
pounds per man, woman 
and child is a lot of meat to 
eat in one year, considering 
many don't eat any. 

I think the real answer 
lies mostly in the control of 
imports and very active 
exporting. To do this the 
beef Industry must have an 
extremely powerful lobby in 
Washington. You pan print 
papers and magazines and 
advertise and research til 
kingdom come, but it won’t 
help much until this last fact 
becomes a reality. There is 
no other way. We ih the 
cattle and fanning business 
have much to learn about 
the ways of big business. 
The steel and oil men : and 
• other baric industries fi- 
. gured this out many, many 
. years ago. ■'

Feeder cattle price move¬ 
ments are expected to paral¬ 
lel fed cattle price changes 
this year. Feeder prices ad¬ 
vanced steadily through 
early May before Lurning 


lower. Little price increase 
is expected during the 
summer. An improved 
feeder cattle market could 
halt liquidation of the cow 
herd during 1978. 

The upturn in pork output 
will continue through this 
summer, but hog slaughter 
will not be up more than 5% 
and fall slaughter may be 
below last year’s levels. 

The decline in producer's 
intentions to increase the 
number of sows farrowing 
was due to the severe winter 
weather and disease prob¬ 
lems. The breeding herd is 
larger than last year, but 
year-to-year increases in 
farrowings will be delayed 
until this summer.
